Vienna. Jim. 21.—Inquiries made at 
the Austrian-!!ungarian foreign office 
confirm tho essential 
points of the 
statem ent made by I>ord Cranborne, 
the British foreign under secretary, 
in the house of 
comm ons Monday. 
The dynastic relations el Austria v. ith 
Spain, the queen regent being an arcL 
duchess of Austria, led Austria before 
the de< laratlon of war between Spain 
and the United Slates, to begin a 
peace propaganda, which was carried 
on not only in England but throughout 
Europe. 
France was ready to second 
the efforts o « Austria. 
Germany and 
Russia maintained a passive attitude. 
Great Britain was at first disposed to 
sign ..the proposed note, but after a 
confidential report from W ashington 
declined either to sign such a note as 
the Austrian ambassador proposed, or 
to take any further steps. 
Afterward 
Austria and France made direct rep­ 
resentations at W ashington, but c«*as 
ed their efforts after the declaration 
of war from that tim e forth, relying 
on the efforts of the pope, who was 
ba. ke I by the tacit approval of all 
the powers.

Ran Francisco, Jan. 22.--Governor 
General Taft, who arrived from Ma­ 
nila Monday night, landed yesterday 
afternoon. 
Governor Taft expects to 
start 
for W ashington this evening. 
He will stop at Cincinnati, his home, 
en route, 
D iscussing conditions in the 
Philippines Governor Taft said: 
“I wish the press would correct the 
im pression that there is war on all 
the islands. 
The insurrection is con­ 
fined to two localities—the province 
of Batangas and the island of Samar. 
This morning I received a most en­ 
couraging cable from General Wright, 
who is the acting governor in my ab­ 
sence. 
It said that ow ing to General 
Bell's strong repressive m easures the 
trouble in Batangas was being quieted. 
He further said that 700 rifles had 
been surrendered, and as there are 
only LUK) to 1,200 rifles In the prov­ 
ince, there is no doubt that Batangas 
will be as peaceful as any of the other 
provinces. 
“I don't think General Bell will have 
need to apply the reconeentrado prin­ 
ciple 
to Batangas. as his dispatch 
plainly indicates that the province is 
in a fair way of pacification. 
"The dispatch says that there are 
843- teachers in the islands In 450 
places, and 20c of these places are un­ 
occupied by I'nited States troops. 
I 
may say that the Filipino is not hostile 
to the teachers. 
One w as captured 
som e tim e ago. but he was sent back 
In a hammock. The inference is plain 
that they entertain no hostility toward 
pedagogues or pedago ;y. 
“I wish to im press upon everybody 
that civil government is a success. 
There is a strong peace party in the 
Islands, and it is composed of the 
most influential men among the Fili­ 
pinos. 
They are working earnestly 
and zealously toward bringing about 
happy relations between their country­ 
men and the government. 
They are 
using all that is in their power to 
bring in the recalcitrant leaders. 
I 
have never been so encouraged as to 
the prospects of the Philippines as I 
have within the past three months. 
There 
has 
certainly 
been 
a 
great 
change in the sentim ent of the people. 
They are beginning to a p p r e c i a t e the 
fact that civil government means bet­ 
ter tim es for them .”
